FOR the purpose of establishing the Harford Community College Baccal aureste

Degree Pilot Program; providing for the primary mission and purpose of the
Program; requiring Harford Community College to maintain the mission and
programs of a Maryland community college including certain policies; requiring
Harford Community College to maintain a distinction between its programs and
degrees and those offered by participating colleges and universities at the
Higher Education Applied Technology (HEAT) Center operated by the College;
providing for the limits of the College's programs; providing for the offerings of
the College's HEAT Center; requiring the College to maintain certain recordsin
a certain manner; requiring the College to report the enrollment status of
students in a certain manner; requiring the Board of Trustees of Harford
Community College to seek certain accreditation for the Program; authorizing
the College to offer certain baccal aureate degrees; authorizing the College to
offer certain programsthat lead to certain degrees; requiring the Board to select
certain degree programs based on certain criteria; prohibiting the College from
recruiting outside Harford County; requiring the Board to establish certain fees;
requiring the funding for the College to be continued as the funding is
determined by a certain formula; requiring a certain evaluation of the Program
on acertain date that includes certain information; defining certain terms;
providing for adelayed effective date; providing for the termination of this Act;
and generdlly relating to the Harford Community College Baccal aureate Degree
Pilot Program.

SECTION 1. BEIT ENACTED BY THE GENERAL ASSEMBLY OF

21 THE COMMISSION SHALL CONDUCT A COMPREHENSIVE EVALUATION OF THE
22 PILOT PROGRAM UNDER THIS SUBTITLE AT THE END OF FISCAL YEAR 2007. THE

23 COMPREHENSIVE EVALUATION SHALL DETERMINE WHETHER THE PILOT PROGRAM
24 HAS SUCCESSFULLY:

25 (1) INCREASED ACCESSTO BACCALAUREATE DEGREE LEVEL
26 EDUCATION IN HARFORD COUNTY; AND

27 2 ADDRESSED THE STATE'S WORKFORCE NEEDS, ESPECIALLY THE
28 NEED FOR TECHNICIANS AND TECHNOLOGISTS IN BUSINESS AND AGRICULTURE,
29 HEALTH CARE PROFESSIONALS, AND EDUCATORS.

30 SECTION 2. AND BE IT FURTHER ENACTED, That this Act shall take effect
31 January 1, 2004. It shall remain effective for a period of 5 years and 6 months and, at
32 the end of June 30, 2009, with no further action required by the Generd Assembly,
33 this Act shall be abrogated and of no further force and effect.
